Motorists from other countries who come 
to Ireland often complain of the winding 
roads, with double curves and sharp cor- 
ners, along which it is impossible to travel 
swiftly. I know one stretch of highway, 
however, which ought to gladden the heart 
of the speed lover; the road between Kil- 
cullen and Ath , which hardly deviates 
from a straight line for about fifteen miles. 
At the end of this long course, which is 
actually a gradual ascent, there is an 
ancient fortification known as the Moat 
of Ardscull, which consists of earthworks 
piled up to a considerable height. It is 
situated about three miles on the Dublin 
side cf Athy, and was the scene of a great 
battle in 1315 between the Scots, under 
Robert Bruce, and the English, under 
Raymond Le Gros and Sir William Pren- 
dergast. The Scots were victorious on this 
occasion, and the two English leaders were 
killed in the battle. It is not clear 
whether the moat was raised for the pur- 
pose of this conflict, or whether it existed 
prior to it, but about one hundred years 
ago if was enclosed and planted by the 
Duke of Leinster, and now forms one of 
the most conspicuous landmarks in the 
Midlands, commanding a remarkable view 
of the surrounding country.

ANIMALS. 


OPENED BY THE LORD 
MAYOR. 


66 BOUT ‘a week ago a man wrote to 
A me telling me hevwas laid up in bed. 

He asked me howGp the meanwhile 

-his horse could be provided “for. That week 
I had received the invitation to open these 
rest fields for horses. It was a happy coin- 
cidence that I should have been so placed in 
the position of sending you a patient,”’ said 
the Lord Mayor of Dublin (Alderman A. 
Byrne, T.D.) yesterday, when declaring open 


the new rest fields for horses and other 
animals at Woodtown Manor. near Rath. 
farnham. The rest fields have been estab- 


lished by the South County Dublin Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals. 
They are 17 acres in area, and are at present 
resting 20 horses. There is provision for the 
care of another score. This Society is the 
first Irish society to realise the need of rest 
fields for the animals of very poor owners. 
The scheme has grown from a petty begin- 
ning, in which a few acres, purchased in 
1932, at §tillorgan, was made, however 
inadequately, to serve until the present well 
sheltered and watered pasture was taken 
over, and became justly known as “ The 
Horses’ Paradise.” 


THEIR FIRST HOLIDAY, 


Mr. Denis Barrett, Chairman of the 
Society, welcomed the Lord Mayor, and said 
that for the majority of the horses received 
at the rest fields their arrival there was the 
first holiday they had had since they began 
their working days. In providing these rest 
fields their Society aimed at helping the 
deserving poor, who used a horse or donkey

to earn a livelihood, and Who, whén 
| anything happened the animal were unable 
to give it proper treatment or care. He 
asked for aid to enable the Society to supply 
some owners of old animals with new ones. 
The Lord Mayor, in declaring the rest 
fields open, said that the Society was catrying 
on a splendid work in helping the poor owners 
of horses when they were unemployed or had 
need to give their animals a rest. The horses 
came back to the owners fitter to enable them 
to earn a living, and he was sure that these 
men would show their appreciation of the 
Society when they again got employment by 
becoming subscribers to the Society. 


MERCHANTS’ HELP. 


Mr. Neill Watson thanked the commercial 
firms of Dublin who had subscribed towards 
the upkeep of the rest fields. ~The Society 
had” received subscriptions from merchants 
who had at one time used horses, but now 
had replaced them by motors. 

Mr. J. Oakes. Dundrum. said that he did 
not think that there had been sufficient: sym- 
pathy with worn out animals on the part of 
the public. 

The Lord Mayor and a party of ladies then 
inspected the fields and the animals holiday- 
making in them.

DUBLIN BOARD OF 
ASSISTANCE. 
OFFER TO LEND £50,000. 


When the Dublin Board of Assistance met 
yesterday it was mentioned that an offer had 
been received from an individual who was 
willing to lend, at 4 per cent. interest, the 
sum of £50,000 which the Board required for 
reconstruction and new equipment at Dublin 
Union. 

The offer was contained in a letter from 
Mr. T. J. Greene, solicitor, who said that he 
was in a position to. negotiate the loan. 

The Board postponed consideration of the 
matter until they had before them replies to 
their advertisement for the loan. 

It was reported that for the week ending 
July 7 last relief had been given in 6,440 cases 
at a cost of £3,218.

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HE Brehon laws were discussed by Dr. 
Eoin MacNeill, Professor of Irish History 
at. the ' Uniersity College, Dublin, 
in an address which he delivered yesterday to 
delegates to the Celtic Congress in Dublin. 
Mr. John. Cameron (Scotland), who pre- 
sided, said that Professor MacNeill was 
recognised in Scotland as the hest-known 
writer on Irish history, and added that one 
tound more histories of Ireland written by 
‘‘outsiders’’ than by Irish people. After 
reading many of these, he said, the reader 
arrived at a state of great confusion. 
Professor MacNeill, opening his lecture, 
stressed the necessity of the study of history 
of a “‘ liberating ”’ imagination, to detach the 
student from the circumstances of his own 
time. The Brehon laws, he continued, were 
committed to writing between the years A.D. 
650 and 750, and belonged to the earliest 
period of Irish manuscript writing, while the 
language was highly technical. As in our 
statutes nowadays, some of the words were 
antiquated, €ven when they were written) 
down, and Sile had to be interpreted under 


great difhculties, with the aid of ancient 


“-glosses.'” Taking that into consideration, 
it had to be agreed that the work of O'Currie 
and O’Donoyan, the translators, was 
stupendous. 


INACCURACIES. 


It was utterly impossible,” however, that 
their work should be accurate. Some of the: 
maccuracies were very serious, and had mis- 
led those who came after. Not one of the 
editors who followed them was competent to 
revise their translations. i 

The laws were adapted -by jurists of the 
different periods to suit the conditions of

Dr. Binchy, he added—‘‘ our pe 
greatest authority on these laws *’—ag 
with him that the technical language of them 
was extraordinarily careful and accurate to 


the Greek philosophers. 

At the time of the Norse invasions, he 
thought, there began a decadence in the 
treatment not only of these laws by the 
jurists, but in the social framework to which 
the laws applied, and this possibly continued 
until the violent extinction of Irish law about 
the year 1600. 

_ DISCUSSION. 

In the discussion which followed, Mr. F. 
Llewellyn Jones, M.P. (Wales) stressed the 
fact that research revealed that their Celtic 
ancestors lived very differently from bar- 
barians. They had complicated institutions, 
highly-developed legal codes, and jurists who 
oalttvehad the laws which had been handed 
down traditionally and orally. Mr. Jones 
suggested that the Free State Government 
might publish a compilation of the old Irish 
laws, which might be made by Dr. MacNeill 
and other authorities, in English, so that it 
would be available to all who were trying 
by a study of comparative law to form a 
just estimate of the value and importance of 
the ancient codes. 

The Rev. Dr. Neill Ross (Scotland) said 
that the laws showed the long, long trail that 
the Celts had behind them. 

Professor Hughes (Wales) suggested that 
research work must. be done with a view to 
discovering if there were any common basis 
of the ancient laws of Ireland and Wales. 

Professor T. O Maille (Ireland) said that 
the framers of these laws were shown to have 
the -‘‘legal mind ” of present-day jurists. 

Dr. Douglas Hyde endorsed the lecturer's 
praise for O’Currie and O'Donovan, and 
spoke of the bad treatment these men received 
at the Royal Irish Academy, where they 
were not permitted to work together. 

The Chairman said that there was plenty 
of evidence that in ancient Ireland legislative 
assemblies existed, and denied that the laws 
were not made operative. While there were 
no policmen or sheriffs’ officers to enforce 
them, they knew that any person who dis- 
obeyed them was outlawed. |

Professor Mary Williams, D.Ph., read a 
paper dealing with Arthurian legends, under 
the title of “ Geraint and Enid,” in reference 
to the wanderings of missionaries between 
Cardiganshire, Ireland, Cornwall and Brit- 
tany, and the effects of them on the stories 
which ultimately were incorporated in the 
Arthurian legends.

duced first of all by the missionaries who 
were closely connected with South Cardigan- 
shire, and had christianised Dunmonia, and, 
later, Brittany. : 
aving given details of the different 
versions—French, Welsh, German and Norse 
—of the story of Geraint and Enid, the 
lecturer said we were much indebted to the 
old saints (named, not because they were 
saints, as the term was understood to-day, 


but because they were regarded as good and 


holy) for many reasons. 
Many an interesting piece of folklore had 
been preserved in their “ Lives,” which 
would otherwise have been forgotten. To 
their wanderings we owe a great deal of our 
Arthurian literature, or what goes by that 
name. Much of this was localised in Corn- 
wall, and it was a matter of very deep regret 
that so little of the literature of both Corn- 
wall and of Brittany has been preserved, for 
it so greatly enriched, not only our own 


country, but also so many countries on the 


Continent. 

It should be the aim, said Miss Williams, 
of the Celtic Congress to bring to light as 
much of the literature as is still unpublished. 
Ireland had a very rich store in its many 
libraries, and in the hearts of its people. 
The world needed fresh inspiration, now 
perhaps more than ever. 

‘* It is,” said Miss Williams, “ a great con- 
tribution which Celtic countries, united as 
we are to-day, can make for the welfare of 
mankind. We need a second story of the 
Grail for a respiritualising of the world as 
in the Middle Ages. Only the Celtic coun- 
tries can do this.’’ 

On the motion of Professor Ernest Hughes 
(Wales), seconded by Professor Agnes O'Far- 
relly, a vote of thanks was given to Miss 
Williams. 

Dr. Douglas Hyde presided. 

In the afternoon the visitors were taken 
on a tour of the city under the guidance of 
Professor Macalister. 


OLD DUBLIN. 


Before the delegates started on their tour 
Professor Macalister delivered a lecture, in 
which he said that the oldest mention of any 
Ea that could possibly be identified with 

ub:m was on the map of the Alexandrian 
geographer, Ptolemy, who lived in the second 
century A.D. He mentioned a number of 
tows; among them Eblana, which, roughly 
poems, occupied the position on which 

ublin now stood: 

The present city was, however, of 
much later origin. It was one of the cities 
founded by the Scandinavians during their 
raids into this country. Waterford, Limerick 
and one or two smaller cities were also 
founded by the Scandinavians as bases for 
their raids. Around Dublin were a great 
many places with Norse names, such as 
Dalkey and Lambay. The Norse kings of 
Dublin were the first in Ireland to stamp a 
coinage. Norse Dublin was a very small 
affair compared with the present-day city. _ 

Detailing the itinerary of the tour, Professor 
Macalister said that it included visits to the 
old Parliament House, Christ Church 
Cathedral, the old city walls, Chapelizod, the 
remises of the Royal Society of Antiquaries 
in Merrion square, and Trinity College. 

Professor Macalister added that Rome was 
built on seven hills, but Dublin was built on 
seven rivers.

THE SHANNON SCHEME, 


TO “HE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—With reference to the proposed new 
works for raising the level of the water in 
Lough Derg by another two feet, I should 
like to point out, for the benefit of deputies 
who do not know the lake, that an énormous 
amount of compensation will be necessary 
owing to the further flooding of lands, and in 
some places of houses and gardens, and the 
submerging of boat-houses, harbours and 
piers. I know myself, and have been told on 
very good authority, that the flooding will be 


already caused by the first scheme. I was 
informed by sins of the head men on the 
Shannon Scheme that they had no idea that 
there would be so much damage caused and 
compensation claimed by the raising of the lake 
to 110 feet; so I trust that before anything 
further is done} the Government will carefully 
consider these; matters. It might, perhaps, 
enlarge or erect another Pigeon House for 
use, if necessary, in a dry year, thus avoiding 
the destruction of many farms and spoiling 
residences and the beauty of the lake. 

The Mayfly fishing is now almost the only 
fishing left to attract visitors, and it would 
suffer very considerably, if not altogether the 
actual fishing ; the islands and foreshore would 
‘be submerged, making it extremely difficult 
to find landing places for lunch and teas and 
collecting of Mayflies; also, the water being 
right up to the trees and bushes, would make 
dryfly fishing from the shore impossible in 
many places,-and eventually kill much beau- 
tiful timber. 

These latter may seem small points; but for 
the residents, visitors, hotels and boatmen 
they mean a great deal, especially as the 
splendid salmon and trout fishing on the river 


hope the Government will give these matters 
their earnest consideration before ruining the 
fishing and the beauty-of the Shannon Lakes.

TROUBLES. 


BARRISTER’S CLAIM 
FOR SALARY, 


—————hi—e 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTIGE JOHNSTON.) 


HE hearing of an action in which 
| Diarmuid O .Cruadhlaoich. barrister-at- 
law, 312. Charleville read, Dublin, 
claimed salary and arrears of salary as “a 
Judge of the Supreme Court of the Irish 
Republic,’ was begun. The defendants were 
the Minister for Justice and the Minister for 
Finance. 

In his claim the plaintiff stated that, by a 
verbal contract made «cn August 15, 1920, 
between him and the first Dail Eireann, it 
was agreed that he should give up his practice 
as a barrister and accept. the otlice and per- 
form the duties of a Judge of the Supreme 
Court of the Irish Republic (otherwise known 
as tne Dail Supreme Court) for his life at 
a salary of £750 per annum, free of income 
tax, and that. he could not be removed from 
the said office except by special decree of 
Dail Eireann for cause assigned, passed by a 
two-thirds majority. 

The terms of the contract, continued the 
statement of claim, were afterwards put in 
writing and published in a booklet entitled 
“Saorstat na h-Eireann, Judiciary,’’ pub- 
lished in 1921 by Dail Eireann, and in state- 
ments made on March 12, 1925, by the then 
Ministers, and published in the Official Report 
of the Dail Eireann Parliamentary Debates 
and other documents. In pursuance of the 
contract, plaintiff gave up his practice as 
barrister, returned briefs held by him te 
solicitors, notified them that he had given up 
practice, and. on and after August 15, 1920, 
devoted his whole time to the duties of his 
office as Judge. 


PAYMENT. 


The First Dail Eireann was, on August 16, 
1921, succeeded by the Second Dail ireann, 
which adopted the contract and recognised 


its liability to pay plaintiff the salary fixed. 


At the end of August, 1920, plaintiff was paid 
£31 5s., and thereafter received £62 10s, at 
the end of each and every month up to July 
31, 1922, ‘from the Minister for Home Affairs 
and the Minister for Fimance of the Irish 
Republic out of moneys provided by the First 
and Second Dail Eireann. 

No resolution purporting to remove plaintiff 
from his office had been passed by Dail 
Eireann, and at all material times he had 
been, and is, ready and willing to perform 
the duties. 

The Oireachtas was the successor in title 
to the two bodies, and the present defendants 
were the successors in title of the Ministers, 
who recognised and admitted that they were 
liable to pay plaintiff his salary for his life. 
On August 17, 1923, plaintiff was appointed 
a Commissioner at a salary of £1, a year, 
and held that position until June 30, 1924. 
Early in 1924 he wrote to the then Minister 
for Justice, demanding payment of the salary 
of £750 for the period July 31, 1922, to 
August 16, 1923, and declaring his willingness 
to allow further payment to be suspended 
during his term as Commissioner. Plaintiff 
was paid for the period mentioned, but a 
deduction was made for income tax, and 
plaintiff protested against the deduction. He 
id his salary as Commissioner from 
August, 1923, to June, 1924, but since then 
had not received ang payment in respect of 
the salary of £750. “He demanded payment 
several times. He now asked a declaration 
that that salary is payable free of income 
tax; that the defendants are the successors 
in title of the Ministers with whom 
the contract was made; that as such 
they have acquired the assets and incurred 
the liabilities of their predecessors to pay 


him the salary of £750 a year for life and , 


the arrears due since July ól, 19229. In the 
alternative, the plaintiff says that portion 
of the moneys raised by the first and second 
Dail Eireann is held by the Minister for 
Finance, and he claims a declaration that 
out; of the said pertion he is entitled to be 
paid a lump sum, to include arrears of salary 
and the present value of a life annuity of 
£750, free cf income tax. 


DEFENCE. 


For the defence the alleged, or any, con- 
tract is denied, as is the allegation that it 
was published or adopted by the second Dail 
Eireann The defence cites a decree pub- 
lished in /ris Gifigutl on August 1, ) 
and signed by E. §. ODugaip, Aire um 
Ghnothe: Duitche (Minister for Home 
Affairs), rescinding the decree “‘ purporting 
to establish courts of law and equity and 
criminal jurisdiction as part of the Govern- 
ment of the Irish Republic,” and declaring 
that decree to be of no effect as from August 
1, 1922, The Courts named ceased to func- 
tion on July 25. 1922, and the plaintiff there- 
after never exercised or performed the func- 
tions of a judge of the Supreme Court of the 
Irish Republic 

The defendants further stated that they 
relied upon the Dail Eireann Courts (Wind. 
ing Up) Acts of 1923 and 1924, and submitted 
that, as plaintiff accepted the office of Com- 
missioner under those Acts, he was debarred 
from claiming that he continued in the office 
of judge. By the Dail Supreme Court 
(Pensions) Act of 1925 power was taken to 
grant, if thougat proper, a pension of two- 
thirds of ths annual salary of Dail Supreme 
Court judges. The plaintiff requested, and 
was granted, a pension of £500 per annum, 
which was duly paid and accepted by plain- 
tiff, Defendants submit that plaintiff has 
shown no cause or action and that he is not 
entitled to the declarations or other relief 
claimed 


REPUBLICAN COURTS, 


In a long reply to the statements made for 
the defence, ‘pleintiff claims that he acted 
as judge on dates subsequent to July 25, 
1922 ; denier that his acceptance of the 
position cf Commissioner was inconsistent 
with his previous appeintment as judge, and 
says that the appointment of such Com- 
missioners was necessary to complete the 
work commenced in the Courts of the Irish 
Republic. Plaintiff also denies that he re- 
quested the defendants to grant him a pen- 
sion under the 1925 Act, and states that 
before that Act wse enacted he warned the 
defendants ‘‘that he would not consent to 
the confiscation o cutting down of his right 
under the contract” He did not know it 
was an Act untit he was informed by the de- 
fendants that they had granted him a pen- 
sion under it. 

Plaintiff further stated that he purposed 
making the -following submissions :— 

Under the laws of the Irish Republic there 
was not any income tax payable or 
paid out of the plaintiff's salary to the 
the Government of the Trish Republic. 

By virtue of Article 73 of the Constitution 
the said Jaws of the Irish Republic con- 
tinue in full force and effect. 

The said salary had never been subject to 
the Income Tax Acts enacted by the 
British Parliament before the 6th 
December, 1922. 

Under Article 74 of the Constitution the 
plaintiff's said salary remained outside 
the ambit of the said British statutes 
after 6th December, 1922. 

The Oireachtas has not passed any legs- 
lation to bring: the said salary within 
the purview of the statutes relating to 
income tax in the Irish Free State

DISPUTE ABOUT 
FRONTAGE. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 


The hearing of the action of Madeleine Car- 
roll, 39 Jonés’s road, Dublin, against Alicia 
Mary Little, '' Belton House,” South Circular 
road, Dublin, was eontinued, The plaiutif 
claimed an order for the specific performance 
of a contract to sell '' Belton House '"' to her. 
She also asked for a declaration that the 
premises kuown as ‘ Belton House” had a 
trontage of 95 feet on the South Cireular read, 
and were identical with these described in the 
conditions of sale. In the alternative she 
asked for a declaration that she was entitled 
to reseind the agreement and to have returned 
to hey a sui of £100 paid as a deposit. 

According to the plaintiff, the defendant ad- 
vertised Belton House for sale by publi¢ auc- 
tien, the house being described as a “‘ de- 
tached '' residence, with a frontage of 95 feet. 
Plaintiff bid £1,225, and was declared the pur- 
chaser at that figure. A written contract was 
signed by both parties, and plaintiff paid 
£100 deposit to the auctioneer, Mr. Albert 
MacArthur. The plaintiff had always been 
ready and willing te complete the sale, but 
the detendant had refused to convey the pre- 
mises as described in the advertisements and 
conditions of sale. 

Mrs. Little, in her defence, stated that if 
the premises were described as alleged by 
plaintiff it was not with her authority. The 
premises sold were shown on a map, approved 
by plaintiff and signed by her, at the time 
of the execution of the contract on 7th 
November last. Plaintiff paid £100 to the 
auctioneer on 8th November, and of that 
sum £38 15s. went towards the Mc“ of 
£306 5s. payable.by the plaintiff. Plaintiff 
had not paid the balance of the deposit, 
| amounting to £267 10s., and had refused to 
complete the purchase, insisting that defen- 
dant should assign to her premises not in- 
cluded in the sale. Defendant claimed that 
she was entitled to forfeit the ges and 


asked for an order that plaintiff pay the 
balance of £267 10s. 
In answer to this, Mrs. Carroll, n an afh- 


davit, said that, if she signed any map, she 
had not had an opportunity of comopa "ng it 
with the property she had contracted to buv.

EXACT IDENTITY OF 
PROPERTY. 


The question at issue was the exact iden- 
tity of the property. Plaintiff's case was that 
Belton House was advertised as a detached 
residence with ‘95 feet frontage, and that it 
was so described in advertisements up te the 
data of the auction. The defendant stated 
that she gave instructions te the auctioneer 
to correct the advertisements when she saw 
the errer about the frontage, as she was re- 
taining 29 feet frontage for herself. 

Defendant was cross-examined by Mr. 
Binchy about the date on which she first 
made it clear to Mrs. Carroll that she was 
retaining a strip of the property for her own 


use. 

Mrs. Little replied that Mrs. Carrel] must 
have known it all along, but she made the 
matter quite clear again to her ahout a week 
after the auction. 

Albert MacArthur, auctioneer, gave evi- 
dence that at the sale of the house he an- 
nounced that there had been a mistake in 
some of the advertisements: that the owner 


was reserving a strip, and that the frontage 
was not 95 feet. but about 66, and was shown 
on a map produced, 
Reginald MacArthur, corroborating, said 
that some days before the auction he took 
Mrs. Carroll to see Belton House, and whilst 
there pointed out to her the part that was not 
Mrs. Carrell had apparently beer

concerned about the garden, her main anxiety 
being about the size of the house and the 
number of lodgers who could be accommo- 
dated in it. . 

At the close of the hearing Mr. Justice 
Johnston said that he accepted the evidence 
of the plaintiff, Mrs. Carrell. He was satis- 
fied that, by the advertisements and other 
documents submitted to her, she believed she 
was buying the entire premises known as 
Belton House, and that she knew nothing of 
the reservation of any strip of the grounds. 
If Mrs. Carroll asked for an order for specific 
brasach she would probably have got it. 

ut she did not now want that, and only 
wanted the return of her £100. 

There would accordingly be judgment 
against the defendant for £100, with costs, 
and an inquiry would be directed to ascertain 
the expenses incurred by Mrs. Carrell in con- 
nection with the abortive sale.

Mr. Justice Hanna said that. he regarded 
this as a deliberately planned insult to and 
defiance ot the authority of the Court, and 
sentenced the men to 2 month’s imprisonment 
each, stating that if the prisoners apologised 
to the Ceurt he would recommend that the 
sentence should not continue in operation. 

The prisoners left the dock, shouting: 
“ Up, the Republic,"’ and “ Up, Kerry.” 


the Court yesterday, Mr. Seumas O'Connor, 
Registrar, informed Mr. Justice Hanna that 
he understood that the accused men wished 
to apologise fo their conduct. He then 
asked each prisoner if he apologised to the 
Court, and each answered: “ Yes, sir.’’ 


PLEA OF GUILTY. 


On being arraigned on the charges of 
riotous asembly and unlawful assembly, the 
prisoners pleaded not guilty to riotous 
assembly, but guilty te unlawful assembly. 

Mr. Kevin ee (instructed by the Chief 
State Solicitor), who appeared for the 
Attorney-General, said that.the State was 
prepared to accept the plea of guilty to the 
charge of unlawful assembly, and wauld enter 
a noile prosequ: to the charge or riot. 

My. Justice Hanna said :—'' I am very glad 
you have taken the course you have in 
expressing your regret to the Court for what 
I thought was deflance of it yesterday, and 
that you have now recognised the jurisdiction 
of the Court by pleading guilty to unlawful 
assembly. The Minister for Justice signified 
that he is satisfied that the sentence for 
contempt of Court should be remitted. So 
far as the unlawful assembly charge is con. 
cerned, | understand that twelve others in 
the lower Court, who were charged with a 
similar offence, gave bail to be of good 
behaviour’ for twelve months, and | will 
treat vou in the same way by ruling that vou 
‘enter inte your own bails of £5 to keep the 
. peace for twelve months. 1 think 
respectable looking boys like you should do 
your best to live and let live.” 

Having given the undertaking to keep the 
peace for twelve months and to enfer into 
their own bails of £5 each, the prisoners 
were discharged. 


BLUE SHIRTS TAKEN. 
Martin Kirby, Ballintogher, Lixnaw, 


County Kerry, also entered into his own bail 
of £5 to keep the peace for two years, and 
was discharged. 

Kirby was found guilty on Tuesday of

“ EX-GRATIA ” GRANTS. 


In a written reply to Dr. John Williams 
(Labour), who asked what amounts of 
ex-gratia grants had been made to Northern 
Ireland during the last ten years, the 
Financial Secretary to the Treasury states 
that the financial relations between Northern 
Treland and the Exchequer are determined by 
the Government of Ireland Act, 1920, and 
the Unemployment Insurance (Northern 
Ireland) Agreement Acts, 1926 and 1929. The 
only grants made to Northern Ireland during 
the last ten years, outside the terms of those 
Statutes, were the grants-in-aid of £1,250,000 
and of £1,200,000 made in 1924-5 and 1925-6 
respectively in connection with the Special 
Constabulary. 


INCOME TAX. 

The Financial Secretary to the Treasury 
states, in a written reply to Dr. John Williams 
(Labour), that for the year ended March 3lst 
last the Northern Ireland share of income tax 
was £2,512,400, .and the Northern Ireland 
share of Custom and Excise was £4,746,000.

Britain’s Meat Scheme. 
Yesterday the 
announced its long-awaited plan for the 
relief of the cattle industry. The system 
—familiar enough to the Free State, but 
novel to Great Britain—is that of ie levy 
and subsidy. A levy of 1d. a pound is 
to be imposed on all foreign meat, and of 
$d. a pound on meat from the Dominions, 
that enters Britain. The sum thus 
obtained will be made over to a Cattle 
Commission, which will pay' from it a 
subsidy to domestic producers of meat. 
Probably, too, imports of meat: will be 
restricted by means of quota agreements ; 
but the Minister of Agriculture, who 
spoke yesterday for the Government, did 
not enlarge on this subject. For various 
reasons, which we shall discuss later, the 
Government’s plan cannot be brought into 
effect at once. A temporary arrangement 
is needed, and will be provided by a bill 
to be laid before Parliament in the course’ 
of the week. This measure, the Cattle 
Industry (Emergency Provisions) Bill,

provides for payments not exceeding 5s. 
per live hundredweight and Qs. 4d. per 
dead hundredweight to producers of 
of fat cattle sold for 
slaughter in the "nited Kingdom between 
September Ist of this year and March 
ólst of next year.

Government is able to introduce its long- 
term scheme, and the longer that scheme 
is deferred the longer it will be kefore 
the Treasury can recover its money. All 
depends on the willingness of the 
Dominions and Argentina to co-operate 


| with Great Britain. 


The reason why Britain cannot put her 
long-term scheme into operation at once 
is that she is forbidden by her bond with 
Argentina and by the reluctance of the 
Dominions. Under the Ottawa agreements 
she pledged herself to impose no restric- 
tions on the import of Dominion meat 
until June of this year, and a similar 
pledge was given to Argentina for the 
duration of the Anglo-Argentine trade 
agreement. Both the Dominions and 
Argentina, however, were asked, and con- 
sented, to reduce their supplies of meat 
to England, in order that prices on the 
English market might have a chance to 
rise; but neither kept the promise. The 
result is that meat prices have not risen, 
but actually have fallen, on the British 
market, and the domestic breeders have 
been approaching more closely to the brink 
of ruin every day. Britain’s avowed policy 
is to consult, first, the interests of her 
own citizens; secondly, the interests of 
the Dominions, and, thirdly, the interests 
of her foreign customers. She is forced, 
therefore, to seek a policy which, while 
of paramount benefit to her domestic pro- 
ducers of meat, will do as little damage 
as possible to the interests of the 
Dominions and Argentina. In pursuit of 
it she has called several] meetings between 
the Dominions’ Commissioners in London 
—including the Free State’s High Com- 
missioner—and has tried to obtain their 
consent to some action that would improve 
the condition of the British market. Thus 
far her efforts have met with little success. 
The Dominions are opposed resolutely to 
any policy that either would. reduce their 
own exports to Great Britain or would 
give the British farmer a materia] advan- 
tage over their own farmers, and, con- 
sequently, Downing street has been forced 
to decide for itself, 

Britain could operate her long-term 
scheme at once without breach of faith 
with the Dominions; for since the begin- 
ning of this month she has been un-- 
hampered by the Ottawa agreements. On 
the other hand, any effort to close or 
narrow her market against them would be 
construed as an offence against the spirit 
of those agreements, and might help to 
shatter the whole conception of imperial 
trade at its outset. For this reason she 
is not relaxing her attempts to come to 
terms. If the Dominions cannot consent, 
they will have only themselves to blame 
for any discrimination against them in 
favour of the British farmer. Cattle 
prices in Britain are uneconomically low, 
and cannot be raised to an economic level 
except by a restriction of supply. The 
Dominions, by reducing their supplies to 
the necessary level, can obtain at least as 
much money from Britain as they are 
obtaining to-day by their huge exports; 
otherwise, if Britain insists on her scheme, 
they must suffer for the British farmer’s 
Their decision will be awaited 
with anxiety.

the facts are as follows: British farmers, 
by means of the temporary “ cattle fund,”’ 
will receive a better price for their beasts, 
and so will be encouraged to persevere in 
the face of imperial and foreign competi- 
tion. Australia, New Zealand and the 
Argentine will suffer to some extent from 
the advantage thus given to Britain. As 
for the Free Svate, she, must endure yet 
another blow to her cattle trade—though 
a small blow in comparison with those 
which she is enduring to-day.

‘As a rule,” observed the rhyming 
philosopher of our youth, “‘ a man’s a fool. 
When it’s hot, he wants it cool; when it’s 
cool, he wants it hot—always wanting what 
is not.’” Foolish mortals that we are, 
most of us in the past week have “wanted 
it cool.”. England has her heat-waves 
regularly, and, irritated by the elusive 
summers of our own country, we are 
accustomed to envy her. This year, how- 
ever, we have seen bright Phoebus in his 
strength for ourselves; and already the 
experience has begun to pall. Flowers 
wilt, the fishmonger has run out of ice, 
and Mr. Moynihan does not cease to 
prophesy the evils that must befall if we 
continue our criminal waste of water. Even 
those whose practice it is on a hot day to 
remove as much of their clothing as is 
consistent with decency—or sometimes, in 
the eyes of the strict, a little more—and 
subject themselves to the full rays of the 
sun, have come to feel that a blistered back 


ultra-violet ‘rays. The most conservative 
of us are reduced almost to the ultimate 
clout. Retired colonels have produced 
from seldom-opened drawers the white 
drill suits of a warmer clime, and with 
them a store of anecdotes about Pukkapore 
in the hot weather of ’ninety-six; and a 
person at Westgate-on-Sea has scandalised 
the locality by an appearance on the 
Marine Parade in the costume of the 
Doukhobors. Yet, when we consider our- 
selves hardly used, we lay ourselves open 
to a charge of gross ingratitude. Our Irish 
heat-wave is a source of disquiet to the 
farmers, but we are, most of us, not 
farmers, and we have much for which we 
should be thankful. A Victorian states- 
man once observed that in these islands 
| a man may work out. of doors in more days 
of the -year than in any other country. 
The British climate may be said to have 
been tolerated ever since on the strength 
of this celebrated defence, but it is also 
true that in no other country is a man 
more likely ‘to find his recreations spoiled 
by an unforeseeable change in the weather. 
A sudden shower in the morning may 
benefit the crops, but it ruins the tennis- 
court in the afternoon, and a fickle breeze 
and a cloudy sky play havoc with a picnic. 
Now, for a fortnight, it has been possible 
to arrange parties of pleasure: without sub- 
sequent doubts and fears for the comfort 
of the guests, and many hostesses must 
have blessed the settled weather for this 
unaccustomed security. We have escaped, 
so far, the worst inconveniences of drought, 
and the temperature has not approached 
the height at which exertion under the sun 
becomes positively dangerous to life. 
Moreover, experience tells us that we need 
not regard too seriously the unnatural 
heats of the past week. All things are 
possible to Irish weather, and it may be 
that before another dawn we shall be in 
our overcoats before the electric fire.

Litter. 


A correspondent of The Times has com- 
piled an interesting census of litter. Seven 
years ago a table was made of the nature 
and number of objects discarded along a 
measured mile of the Oxford-Abingdon 
road. This year a similar table was made 
in the week following Whit Week, on the 
same stretch of road. A comparison of 
the figures reveals a remarkable decrease 
in the amount of rubbish. Under the 
heading of “ Smoking,’’ 376 articles were 
thrown away in 1927, and only 105 in 
1934. In the tobacco wrapper department 
there is an increase of one; but 
cigarette packets and matchboxes show 
a decrease of some 70. Among articles 
devoted to the nourishment of the 
system, only chocolate wrappers and 
orange peel show any increase; buf this 
increase is counter-balanced by a heavy 
falling off in the number of bottles and 
sundwich papers that were thrown away. 
“ Unclassified paper ” was being wafted 
about in 1927 to the extent of 582 pieces, 
but only 87 obscured the scenery in 1934. 
Twenty-one unwanted newspapers were 
found this year; sixty-one were abandoned 
by their purchasers in 1927. In the earlier 
table 29 rags went the way of all refuse, 
whereas this year only nine were con- 
demned as being of no further use. The 
totals for the two years are 1,803 for 1927, 
and 639 for 1934—-a very great improve- 
ment. It would be interesting to see the 
result of a similar census made on the 
Dublin streets, though it is doubtful if any 
signs of improvement would be apparent. 
“ An Irishman’s Diary ” yesterday called 
attention to one particularly noxious 
manifestation of untidiness. The Ringsend- 
Merrion Strand district is a particularly 
old offender against the anti-litter laws ; 
scraps of paper are flying about every- 
where, and the ubiquitous orange peel is 
present in all its glory. Merrion Strand, 
in addition, is quite often the last resting- 
place of numerous broken bottles, which 
have been set up as targets by holiday- 
makers, and then pelted with stones. 
When the tide comes in, these bits of glass 
are rendered invisible, and many a bather 
has received unpleasant, and sometimes 
dangerous, cuts from their sharp edges. If 
it was certain that everybody 's bottle 
should find him out, it might be easier to 
bear with this kind of carelessness. 


Rest Fields, 


Dublin’s Lord Mayor is a man of multi- 
farious interests, none of which is more 
praiseworthy than his activities on behalf 
of animal welfare. Yesterday he opened 
at Woodtown Manor, Rathfarnham, new 
rest ds for horses and other animals 
whose owners are too poor to look after 
them properly. The institution has been 
established by the South County Dublin 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals. It began in a small way at 
Stillorgan two years ago, when a few 
fields were purchased ; but the demand for 
space soon outstripped the available accom. 
modation, and the Society decided to 
acquire more suitable quarters. Some 
seventeen acres have been taken over by 
the Society, which at present has twenty 
horses under its care. There is room for 
about forty animals, and we have no doubt 
that in a very short space of time even 
this accommodation will prove to be 
inadequate. The idea is that, when the 
owner of a horse or a donkey falls ill, or 
is otherwise prevented from the proper 
care of the animal, it can be sent for a 
holiday to the rest fields. Large numbers 


of the very poor depend on such animals 
for their livelihood, and, as Mr. Denis 
Barrett said yesterday, many of the horses 
and donkeys that have been sent to the 
Society’s fields have had the first real rest 
since the beginning of their working lives. 
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is too high a price for the benefits of the 


[We heartily support Mr. Barrett’s appeal 


for funds to enable young animals to be 
provided to replace old and well-tried 
servants, There could be few more worthy 
objects. Everything possible ought to be 
done in this country to prevent the export 
of old horses to foreign countries, where 
they are slaughtered for food; the rest 
fields at Rathfarnham suggest a more 
humane and civilised alternative. We 
hope that the scheme will prosper, and 
congratulate Mr. Barrett heartily on the 
lead which has been given by his Society.

WORLD HISTORY. 


JuLy 12, 1914. 


Reports from Vienna indicate a 
lull in the outbursts of anti-Serbian 
feeling, but there is little doubt that 
the populace, not only of the 
capital, but of the whole of the 
dual Monarchy, are awaiting the 
result of the Austro-Hungarian 
Note—already decided upon by the 
Council of Ministers—to the Serbs. 

A meeting of the British Cabinet, 
fixed for to-morrow, has occasioned 
great interest and not a little specu- 
lation throughout the United 
Kingdom. It is said that decisions 
of: far-reaching importance are to 
be taken by the Government; and 
the recent events in Southern and 
Central Europe, following upon the 
assassination of the Archduke 
Ferdinand, lent to the Conference 
of Ministers an unwonted air of 
mystery. 

Mr. Augustine Birrell, Chief 
Secretary for Ireland, speaking at 
Bristol, said that the political 
situation was very grave, but that 
Home Rule for Ireland was assured. 
A great part of his speech was de- 
voted to criticism of Mr. F. E. 
Smith (afterwards Lord Birken- 
head, one of the signatories of the 
Irish Treaty). 

Parades of the Ulster Volunteers, 
held all over the Northern Pro- 
vince, displayed for the first time 
the strength &nd equipment of the 
force. All units appear to be fully 
armed with up-to-date rifles and 
other weapons of war. At Larne, 
where 2,000 men paraded, the Mid- 
Antrim Regiment had on parade 
one of the new. Colt quick-firing 
guns mounted on a motor chassis. 


OBITUARY. 


MR. COURTFNAY LE POER 
TRENCH CROKER. 

Mr. Courtenay le Poer Trench Croker died 
vesterday at his residence, Ballynagarde, 
County Limerick, aged eighty-one years, The 
fifth, and only surviving, son of Captain 
Edward Croker, D.L., J.P., whose wife was 
the sixth daughter of the first and last Earl 
of Rathdowne, Mr. Croker married, in 1882, 
Mary, youngest daughter of the late 
Venerable -Charles Hare, Archdeacon of 
Limerick. He was a Deputy-lieutenant and 
a Justice of the Peace for the County of 
Limerick. From 1882 till 1911—in which 
latter year he retired—he was an Auditor of 
the Local Government Board, Ireland. <A 
keen. sportsman, Mr. Croker had owned 
several good steeplechasers. He was one of the 
directors of the Limerick Race Company. and 
was & prominent member of the Limerick 
Horse Show Committee He was Chairman 
of the Limerick County Infirmary, and a 
member of the Committee ot the Society for 
Prevention ot Cruelty to Animals. 


MR, T. R. COLLIER. 


News has been received in Belfast of the 
death, in Australia, on June 2nd, at the age 
of 76, after a brief illness, of Mr. T. 
Collier, M.A., formerly Headmaster of Belfast 
Royal Academy. A mathematical graduate 
with high honours in the old Queen’s Uni- 
versity of Ireland, he was for many years 
on the staff of the Godolphin School, 
Hammersmith. He became Headmaster of 
the Belfast Royal Academy in 1898, and held 
that post for about twenty-five vears. He 
was responsible for many reforms in the 
school, and under his control the number of 
pupils increased from 100 to 300, and the 
school’s financial position became stronger 
than it had ever been before. He was for 
many years a member of Fortwilliam Golf 
Club. He never married, and on his retire- 
ment, in 1923, he went to live in Australia. 
A man of unusually wide intellectual 
interests, he was essentially a student in his 
habits and outlook. He was of a retiring 
disposition, a trait which was accentuated 
by the fact that his health never was robust. 
His wide reading, his organising ability, his 
kindly yet and his. great genere 
however, were known and recognised by h 
colleagues and pupils, and by a at a 
of educational and other friends, te whom 
the news of his death will cause very deep 
regret.

SUBSIDY FOR BRITISH 
CATTLE.

HERE was a gathering of the High 
Commissioners of the Dominioiis 

this morning, when Mr. J. UH. 
Thomas, Mr. Walter Elliot, Minister 
of Agriculture, and Lord Stanhope, 


| the Under-Secretary for Foreign Affairs, 


who has been in charge of the 
negotiations with the Argentine Govern- 
ment in regard to meat sypplies, were 
present. The Commissioners reported 
that they had had instructions from . ieir 
respective Governments to oppose pro- 
osals for important reductions or for 4 
evy of one penny a pound on imports, 
which was suggested as an alternative. 
Lord Stanhope pointed out that the 
Argentine would meet any reduction in 
imports by placing increased duties on 
British goods. These decisions were con- 
veyed to a meeting of the Cabinet whici 
followed immediately, and the result was 
marked by an announcement in the House 
of Commons this afternoon by Mr. Flliot 
that the Government was setting aside 
£3,000,000 to assist the f.¢ stock industry 
as,an emergency measure, and that a fuller 
scheme would follow later. The Govern- 
ment proposed to introduce a cuttie 
emergency bill which Parliament wou!d 
be asked to pass before it adjourned. Pay- 
ment would be made not exceeding 5s, 
per live cwt. and Qs. 4d. per dead ewt. 
to producers of certain classes of fat catiie 
for slaughter. These payments would be 
made out of a cattle fund—money which 


would come at first fron: the Corsolidated 


Fund. All sums advanced in this way 
would be repayable out of a levy which 
would be collectable in connection with 
the Government s long-term prop- als. 


The Royal Air Force. 


It was rumoured in parliamentary circles 
to-day that the increase in the Roya! Air 
Force, which will be announced short!v 
by Mr Stanley Baldwin, will mean a pro- 
vision of no fewer than 600 machines, 
with a consequent addition to the annua! 
estimates of something approaching 
£15,000,000. This scheme hardly will 
come into operation at once, since with 
every increase in the number of machines 
men and material on a corresponding 
scale will be necessary, together with 
hangars, administration offices, barracks 
and landing grounds. It is understood 
that the Air Ministry is considering ail 
these points, since the provision of such 
an immense amount of new material and 


accommodation is a matter which cannot 


be lightly dismissed. On one point alone 
there is considerable uncertainty, and 
that concerns the type of aeroplane likely 
to be selected. 


Germany’s Debts. 


Although the Anglo-German transfer 
agreement was signed in London only last 
week, it would appear that now negotia- 
tions for its amendment in favour of this 
country will be necessary. The agreement 
provided that British holders should 
accept bonds in lieu of interest, and one of 
the conditions was that, if Germany should 
conclude an agreement giving more favour- 
able terms to any other country, British 
holders would be enabled to claim equal 
treatment. The pact with Holland gives 
preferential treatment to Dutch holders, 
but is accompanied by conditions which 
give encouragement to imports from Ger- 
many. It is presumed that a claim from 
British holders would be met by a German 
claim for compensatory trade concessions, 
and it is upon these questions that new 
negotiations, if they are undertaken, wil! 
be concerned. The trade question was being 
considered by the British Government in 
relation to the interest question to-day, but 
further details of the Dutch agreement may 
be necessary before any-decision is taken. 


Geraldine Mary Harmsworth Park. 


Geraldine Mary Harmsworth Park, which 
is to be opened by Lord Rothermere on 
Thursday, has been given in memory of 
Mrs. Harmsworth, who lived for many 
years in the near neighbourhood of 
Dublin. The park covers the’ former site 
of the famous Mental Hospital, Bethlem, 
more. zenerally known as Bedlam, which 
has been removed to Beckenham. The 
great hospital has had its two wings 
removed, and the remaining central build- 
ing will be the new home of the War 
Museum. Situated in South London, less 
than a mile from Blackfriars Bridge, the 
fifteen acres which will belong henceforward 
to the public for ever have many historical 
associations. The Romans once used tho 
site as a training ground for troops, while 
it was on this spot that Richard II. met 
the rebels after the slaying of Wat Tyler, 
and during the Civil War fortifications 
and trenches were placed there for the 
defence of the City of London. Later on 


and in the days of Charles Il. it was 
occupied by the Apollo Gardens. Early in 
the eighteenth century the famous hospital 
was erected there. 


A New “ Death Ray.” 


Tesla is a famous name in the world of 
invention, and if it-is correct that Dr. 
Nikola Tesla, of New York, has celebrated 
his seventy-eighth birthday by the 
announcement of a new ‘‘death ray’ 
which will make war impossible, we may 
assume that there is something in it. Dr. 
Tesla says that he has perfected an 
apparatus to send particles through the air 
that will bring down aeroplanes and cause 
armies to '“' drop dead in their tracks.’’ 
and he proposes to lay this invention 
before the Disarmament Conference. In 
the past “ death ravs ” have always been 
regarded as less dangerous to the attacker 
than to the opponent; but the new one 
is said to be useless as a weapon of offence, 
because it must be generated in large 
stationary power units. Dr. Tesla has no 
fewer than 700 inventions to his credit, and 
it may be that his latest idea wil! be 
welcomed at Geneva, but carefully con- 
signed to the archives where similar inven- 
tions are stored, as too terrible a thing 
to let loose on the world. 


The Imperial Press Conference. 


Arrangements are now being made to 
hold the fifth Imperial Press Conference 
in South Africa next winter. This is by 
invitation of the South African section o! 
the Union, which is planning a six weeks’ 
tour, designed to give the visiting delegates 
—55 representatives of the Press of the 
British Empire—an opportunity to study 
the conditions of the Union. The delcga- 
tion from Britain will sail on Januarv 
18th, returning on April 8th. This. date 
has been selected partly to enable the home 
delegation to return to England in time 
for the celebration of the ‘twenty fi/th 
anniversary of the King’s Accession. The 
invitation of the South African Press ia 
supported by newspapers of all categorics 
and of all shades of political opinion, and 
their tour programme is receiving active 
co-operation from the South African 
Government. The Conference sessions will 
be held in Cape Town and Johannesburg. 
The delegation from the United Kingdom 
will be headed by Major the Hon. J. J. 
Astor, M.P., as President of the Empire 
Press Union, who is also chairman of an 
organising committee in London.

MILK PROBLEM. 
The problem of keeping milk from sour- 
ing is one that faces every housewife

Assistance spent some time yesterday in 
trying to decide how they could keep the 
d-'ly supply of 600 gallons to the Dublin 
Union fresh. 

The difficulty which faces this type 0! 
institution during the summer was shown 
by the Resident Medical Superintendent, 
who said that when the milk arrived at 7 
o'clock each reorning it had to be dís- 
tributed to seventeen different stores 
throughout the workhouse and hospital. 
To provide refrigeration for all these 
stores, as one member of the Board sug- 
gested, would be far too expensive.

“ The people of Dublin surely realise 
that these rainless weeks have resulted in 
the rapid lowering of the reservoirs. Yet 
have to start now a very elaborate 
propaganda campaign,” said the City 
kngineer yesterday.

at Roundwood is 84 inches below its proper

MOYNE’S YACHT.

UNCHARTED ROCK IN 
KILLARY BAY. 


The loss of Lord Moyne’s yacht Rous- 
salka, in Killary Bay, County Galway, on 
August 25, 1933, is explained by the pub- 
lication of Admiralty Notice to Mariners, 
No. 952, which directs the correction «t 
charts so as to show a previously. vndis- 
covered rock, at a depth of two fathoms 
at Collock Shoal, latitude 53deg. 40ft. 
north; longitude 10.02deg. west. 

A statement by Lord Moyne adds:— 
‘Although the local inhabitants had 
assumed that the yacht had struck the 
Bloodslate Rocks, a position marked on 
the chart and checked by observations 
taken just before striking showed the ship 
to have been one mile west of these well- 
known dangers. On the evidence supplied 
by Captain Laidlaw, of the Roussalka, the 
Admiralty sent H.M. surveying ship 
Beaufort to examine the spot, and the dis- 
covery of this rock in the position indi- 
cated, near an anchorage in former times 
| much frequented by the British Navy, is a 
remarkable example of the fact that even 
in the most carefully charted waters 
around our coasts unknown dangers are 
still sometimes to be found.” 
Lord Moyne’s yacht, a vessel of 1,447 
tous, sank last August in a fog seven 
minutes after striking the rock. Lord 
Moyne, two or three guests, and a crew 
of six officers and 26 men were saved and 
were able to land in the yacht’s own boats. 
A large gap was torn in the vessel below 
the water line, and when she sank only 
her masts could be seen above water.

Barthou, the Foreign Minister, to 
London a success. New hope for the Dis- 
armament Conference is seen, and British 
support for the Eastern Pact, under the 
auspices of France, is claimed in some 
quarters. ) 

The Echo de Paris says that “ every- 
thing considered, M. Barthou got all he 
went for, and a bit more. Sure of 
finding allies in an hour of danger, the 
French Government man contemplate con- 
cessions which a few months ago seemed 
rash.”” : 

Le Journal declares: ‘‘ Everybody can 
be content. The directors of French 
foreign policy can be satisfied, because the 
mechanism for the organisation of security, 
instead of finding itself blocked by British 
opposition, as certain persons feared, can 
now be put into action. The British are 
satisfied, because they keep their hands 
free and can flatter themselves that they 
remain absolute masters as regards future 
decisions,”’ ' 

M. Barthou, in a message of thanks for 
his reception in London, which he sent to 
Sir John Simon to-day, stated: “ I have 
brought back from my visit the certainty 
that our frank exchange of views has most 
happily developed the good understanding 
between our two countries, and that 
European peace, which is the common goal 
of our efforts, has been consolidated by 
our conversations.”’ 


GERMAN OPINION. 


From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT, 
BERLIN, Wednesday. 

‘‘ England has made a change of front 
such as has only rarely occurred in diplo- 
matic history,” states the Berliner 
Tageblatt, commenting on M. Barthou’s 
visit to London, which, it declares, has 
been a victory all along the line. 

“ France,” the paper bitterly remarks, 
‘has a free hand in her policy of en- 
circling Germany, and in this she is sup- 
ported by Great Britain.” 

The Diplomatische Correspondenz, the 
mouthpiece of the Foreign Office, expresses 
admiration for M. Barthou’s clever 
manceuvres in always proposing to Great 
Britain two solutions for the various 
problems, one ‘‘rather irksome’’ and the 
other “ absolutely unbearable,’’ with the 
result ‘‘that Great Britain decides in 
favour of the lesser evil.” 

The ‘‘ Locarnisation’’ of Europe, the 
writer says, would make the Soviet Army 
an important factor in international life. 


SOVIET’S INTEREST. 

The French Ambassador in London, M. 
Corbin, has informed the Soviet Am- 
bassador of the good results of M. 
Barthou’s mission. Reuter’s Diplomatic 
Correspondent understands that a further 
meeting is likely to take place between the 
French and Soviet Ministers within the 
next few days. 

It is not the intention of the French 
Government to sign the proposed Eastern 
Locarno Pact, although actively support- 
ing it. The main work of arrangement 
will be undertaken from now on by Soviet 
Russia, 

Reuter understands that approaches are 
to be made in the near future by Moscow 
to Berlin, Warsaw and Prague.

DUTCH PRINCE’S © 
WHITE FUNERAL. 
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WREATH FROM KING 
GEORGE.

THK HAGUE, Wednesday. 


By his own special wish, Prince Henry 
of the Netherlands, the Prince Consort. 
was accorded a white funeral to-day, the 
first white funeral ever to be held in 
Holland. 

When the hearse began its journey 
salvoes of guns were fired from the bat- 
teries at The Hague and at Delft, which 
were repeated at intervals until the coffin 
was placed in the crypt at Delft after its 
five miles journey. 

The coffin was of light oak, covered in 
white, and over it was the Dutch flag, with 
flowers presented by Queen Wilhelmina 
and Princess Juliana. On top of the 
hearse was a silver crown, and the coach- 
man and footmen were in wigs and Roya! 
livery. 

The hearse was followed by three 
carriages with wreaths, among which was 
one from King George. composed of lilies 
and orchids, and one from the ex-Kaiser, 
made up of flowers from his own garden 
at Doorn. 

The first coach carried Prince Adolf: of 
Mecklenburg, brother of the late Prince 
Consort. In the next carriage was the 
Earl of Athlone. Other coaches contained 
Prince Charles of Belgium, the Prince 
Consort of Luxemburg, representatives of 
European States and of the International 
Red Cross. 

King George was represented by Sir

Miss Louie Bennett, the Secretary of 
the Irish Women Workers’ Union, and 
Miss 8, C. Harrison, both of whom are 
well-known social workers, do not agree 
with the chairman. 

When interviewed by an Irish Times 
representative on the question, Miss 
Bennett said she would -ike the chairman 
to supply her with a weekly budget show- 
ing what a person receiving 7s. 6d. per 


week would eat for breakfast, dinner and | 


tea; how rent, light and coal was paid 
for, and how soap was bought. '' It 
would be interesting,’ she added. 

“To keep a man in any kind of 
decency it would require ics. per week, 
and that figure does not include rent,” 
continued Miss Bennett. 

The great mistake, she said, that most 
people made in dealing with this question 
was that they failed to take into con- 
sideration the many minor necessary ex- 
penses. Many people have to think twice 
before they could buy a box of matches, 
which, after all, was a necessity. 


LET HIM TRY IT. 


“I think, the chairman’s statement is 
so outrageous that I do not like to dis- 
cuss it,’’ declared Miss Bennett. , 

“I would like him to try and live on 
7s. 6d. per week,” she concluded. 

Miss Harrison was equally emphatic 
about the matter when she was _ inter- 
viewed, In her opinion also it was 
absolutely impossible for a person to live 
on 7s.

The payment of such a small sum in 
relief was, she said, false economy, because 
people, through insuffcient nourishment, 
eventually found their way into hospitals 
and institutions, with the result that 
public health costs went up.

QUESTION OF TRUSTEE 
SECURITIES.

In moving the second reading of the 
Colonial Stock Bill in the Commons, the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer explained that 
it provided, as respectéd Dominion stocks, 
an alternative to the third of the conditions 
prescribed by the Treasury under Section 2 
of the Colonial Stock. Act, 1900: The 
condition in question enabled certain 
stocks to be treated as trustee securities, 
and the effect of the change. proposed by 
the bill was that, if a Dominion sought to 
alter any of the provisions governing its 
stock, or involving a departure from the 
original contract, the bill should not be 
submitted for the Royal Assent, except 
after agreement with the Government of 
the United Kingdom 

Sir Stafford Cripps (Labour) suggested 
that this was an attempt to preserve what 
might become a dangerous matter of con- 
troversy in the future. He urged that the 
present position provided a _ favourable 
opportunity for setting up an inter-imperial 
arbitral tribunal to deal with disputes 
among the constituens members of the 
Empire. Once such a tribunal was consti- 
tuted, it might even assist in a solution of 
the Irish problem, 

Mr. Duff Cooper (Financial Secretary to 
the Treasury) reminded Sir Stafford Cripps 
that the Irish Free State had declined to 
submit their case to an imperial tribunal, 
and had insisted upon an international 
body. i

(á) A further reduction of imports by 
means of guantitative regulation, and 

(b) Action along the lines of the Wheat 
Act, 1932, involving the collection of a 
levy on imports of meat to provide a 
fund from which payment could be made 
to supplement the returns accruing to the 
home producer from the sale of their stock 
in the open market, imports being un- 
regulated, and 

(c) The retention, in the interests of all 
suppliers, to some degree, of direct supply 
regulations, as the foundation of a plan 
comprising a levy on imports and pay- 
ment to producers, as. already referred to. 

The problem had been approached with 
the intention of framing proposals which 
could be brought. into operation forthwith, 
to deal with the beef situation, leading 
up to the formulation of a permanent 
policy. The Government were of opinion 
that a plan based on a levy and a regu- 
lated market, as indicated. in the third 
course already referred to, would form 
the best long-term solution of this 
problem, and one which would hold the 
balance evenly between the producers and 
consumers, 


DOMINIONS’ ATTITUDE, 


Discussions with representatives of the 
Governments of the Dominions and Argen- 
tina had been opened, but, in the absence 
of consent to the levy proposals, the only 
action open to the Government, so far as 
imports of meat were concerned, was by 
further regulation of supply, which would 
be designed, first, in order to hold the 
position for the time being, and, secondly, 
to bring about a material improvement in 
market conditions. In view of the serious 
nature of the problems which such an 
action on an extended scale would repre- 
sent to certain Dominion Governments, 
the United Kingdom Government were 
anxious to allow time for further examina- 
tion of the situation before determining 
the extent of the action which will be 
required. 

The Government were, therefore, intro- 
ducing forthwith an emergency measure— 
the Cattle Industry (Emergency Pro- 
visions) Bill—which they would ask 
Parliament.to pass into law before the 
House rose for the summer recess, pro- 
viding for payment at a rate not exceeding 
5s. per live cwt. and Qs. 4d. per cwt. 
dead weight to producers of certain classes 
of fat cattle sold for slaughter in the 
United Kingdom between a date not 
earlier than September 1, 1934, and 
March 31, 1935. 


MODE OF PAYMENT. 

Payment to producers under this bill 
would be made from a fund to be estab- 
lished under the name of ‘ The Cattle 
Fund.” Authority would be sought in 
this bill for making temporary advances 
to the Cattle Fund from the Consolidated 
Fund of a sum not exceeding £3,000,000. 
(Cheers. ) : 

The actual amount of the payment per 
unit of live and dead weight to be made 
to producers would be prescribed by an 
Order which would be laid before Parlia- 
ment. Particulars of the administrative 
arrangements would also be laid before 
Parliament. The financial resolution for 
the short-term bills would appear on the 
Order Paper on Thursday. 

Mr. D. G. Logan (Labour)—Will this 
additional impost be applied to the Irish 
Free State? 

Mr. Elliot—It will apply to all imports 
of live stock from whatever source. 

LEVY OF PENNY PER LB. 

A. White Paper on the position of the 
live-stock industry and the British Govern- 
ment’s proposals to assist the farmers was 
issued last night. It mentions that, while 
the rapid fall in prices of cattle which 
was taking place in the autumn of 1932 
was arrested, the situation continued to 
deteriorate throughout 1933, and even the 
cut of 50 per cent. in the supplies of fat 
cattle from the Irish Free State has not 
so far led to improvement. The prices of 
fat and store cattle are now below pre-war 
levels. 

It is not contemplated that the Govern- 
ment’s plan of a levy on all imported 
meat, including live-stock, would exceed 
one penny per lb., with a preference for 
the Dominions.

REACHED. - 


THE HOLIDAY 
PROBLEM.

H= threatened crisis in the adminis- 
tration of the Free State Army was 
avoided in the Senate yesterday by the 
Minister for Defence agreeing to accept | 
concession which he could have had 
unanimously a week ago. 

It will be recalled that on the report 
stage, when Senator Colonel Moore pro- 
posed to extend the operation of the No. 
2 Army Bill till álst July next year, 
Senator Blythe moved that it should be 
limited to the end of October in the 
current year. On further representations 


Senator O’Farrell suggested as a com- 
promise that the date should be extended 


Minister declined to accept it, a vote was 
taken, and the 30th November was 
decided on. 

Yesterday this date was una: ously 
extended to 3lst March of next year. The 
bill will go at once to the Governor- 
General for signature. 


AN ILLEGAL ARMY. | 

It was natural to expect that neither 
party in the Senate, would desire to 
shoulder the responsibility of allowing the 
bill to be held up. Had that happened, 
when the existing Defence Forces Act No. 
1, 1934, expired on the 3lst of this month 
a grave situation would have arisen so far 
as the Army is concerned. There would 
then be no legislative authority for the 
existence of the Army, for the payment 
of its members, or for their control and 
discipline. 

Between now and March next the 
Minister will have time to prepare and 
introduce the permanent Army Bill which 
has been so often called for. Mr. Aiken 
has already stated that this bill has now 
been completed so far as his Department 
is concerned, and it will probably be in- 
troduced in the autumn session. 


TO-DAY’S BUSINESS. 

The Senate will probably take the 
Appropriation Bill as the first business at 
to-day’s sitting. After that it has the 
Revision of Constituencies Bill, the Bill to 
abolish University representation in the 
Dail, the Gaeltaeht Housing Bill, and Sir 
John Keane’s motion on land settlement. 

There was a suggestion when the House 
rose last evening that it would sit late to- 
night in order to finish these matters. As 
‘here will be no other business until the 
Dail meets next Wednesday, it is ‘not un- 
likely that the Senate may take a pro- 
longed holiday, returning when the Dail 
has concluded its business, probably about 
the middle of August. This arrangement 
would, no doubt, meet the Government’s 
wish to get through urgent measures as 
early as possible, but it would operate 
rather unfairly upon certain officials and 
the official reporting staff, who are 
obliged to be in attendance while either 
House is in session. These would be de- 
prived of their summer holiday. “

THE SCHOOL AGE. 


The Times observes in an editorial 
article to-day:—The effect of Lord 
Halifax’s declaration in the House of 


Lords yesterday is that the raising of the 
school-leaving age from fourteen to fifteen 
by any general Act affecting the whole 


country is indefinitely postponed. This 
decision will, no doubt, excite bitter 
criticism from those who consider that 


such a step would be both a great educa- 
tional advance and one of the best methods 
of lessening unemployment among 
juveniles, but there are the strongest 
practical arguments against any further 
attempt to revive the measure, which 
collapsed in the hands of the late Labour 
Government. In the first place, there is 
one new fact which affects both the 
educational and the industrial aspects oil 
the problem. Under the Unemployment 
Act, which has just passed through 
Parliament, a great change has taken 
place in the status of juveniles in 
obedience to the common agreement that 
unemployment at a tender age is the most 
dangerous and disastrous feature of modern 
civilisation. The Act bridges the gap 
between the school-leaving age and the age 
of insurance, with two strong planks. 
Contributions to Unemployment Insurance 
wild start when a child leaves school, and 
will enable it to begin drawing benefit at 
the age of sixteen, instead of sixteen and 
a half. If a child voluntarily continues 
its education beyond the school-leaving 
age, it will be credited with contributions 
in accordance with a special schedule. 

So much for the first plank, adds 
The Times. The second is the provision 
which makes it incumbent upon local 
education authorities to submit to the 
Minister of Labour plans for the provision 
of juvenile instruction centres. The forma- 
tion of these centres is no new idea. Many 
already exist, but now that they are to 
become a permanent and universal feature 
of the social system, the former difficulties 
of finding staff and premises will probably 
disappear. 

This argument leads to the second 
practical reason why the raising of the 
school age should be postponed. Lord 
Halifax. explained yesterday that the 
raising of the school age could not take 
practical cffect before 1938. It is true 
that during the present year the nember 
of children leaving school will begin to 
reflect the great increase in the birth-rate 
immediately after the War, but by 1938 
this increase will have ended. The figures. 
indeed, will begin to decline after 1935, 
and by 1940 there will be about 1,000,000 
fewer children at school than in 1933. 
These facts and figures show that in a 
few years’ time the practical difficulties 
of accommodation, organisation and cost 
now standing in the wav of raising the 
school age will have become much less. 
but that until that time they will continuc

A DISCUSSION 


BLOODSTOCK.

HETHER the current Celtic invasion 
has fired the warm blood of the 
doctrinaire Gaels, or whether the heat 
wave is to blame, there is no doubt that 
enthusiasm for the Irish speech is now at 
fever heat. That, however, is no reason 
for banishing the cold light of reason from 
the normally temperate deliberations of 
the Second Chamber. 

Even the somnolence that inevitably 
enwraps a legislative assembly when the 
thermometer stands at eighty in the shade 
was not proof against the shock »f Mr. 
Blythe’s speech on the second reading of 
the bill which is intended for the greater 
glorification of Galway by transforming 1t 
from an urban district into a full-fledged 
horough. Mr. Blythe, quite logically, saw 
an opportunity in this measure for en- 
hancing the status of the Irish language 
as well as that of the ancient city, whic 
might be regarded as the capital of the 
Gaeltacht; but he overlooked the moral 
of the homely saying that it is possible 
to scratch one’s head without tearing out 
lumps. . 

Mr. Blythe would have inserted in” the 
bill a condition that the minutes of the 
new Corporation gs be written and 
read in Irish. Evén on his own argument 
that forty-six per cent. of the population 
of Galway are Irish speakers, this seemed 
somewhat drastic; but he went further by 
demanding that only an Irish speaker 


ON 


should be eligible for the position of 


Mayor, and suggested that at ‘some 
reasonable date’’ the condition might be 
extended to embrace all candidates for 
election as councillors. 


DO NOT OVERDO IT. 


Little wonder that Mr. Staines rose to 
advise Mr. Blythe not to ‘‘ overdo the 
thing.” Besides pointing out the im- 
practicability of insisting on minutes 
being kept in Irish for a loca] authority 
which, as at present constituted, includes 
only nine Irish-speaking members in a 
total personnel of twenty-four, he cited 
actual instances to show the loss in 
eficiency which would result from the 
disqualification of councillors who-do not 
speak Irish, and, incidentally, speaking 
with the authority of en ex-Commissioner 
of Civic Guards, delivered a warning 
against undue insistence on the use of 
Irish by the police. ‘““We must put 
justice before even the Irish language,”’ 
he reminded the House. 

Counsel’s opinion on this latter point, 
as delivered by Mr. Comyn. K.C., was 
that people who did not speak Irish could 
always get interpreters ia the courts, 
and in the same summary way he dis- 
missed all Mr. Staines’s ‘objections to 
coercing the future corporators with tho 
blackthorn bludgeon of the Gaelic tongue. 

It was then that that very senior 
counsel, Mr. Samuel Brown, brought the 
House back to hard facts with the plain 
statement that the entire proposal would 
probably prove to be unconstitutional, in 
view of the status which English enjoys as 
one of the Free State's official languages. 
In the light of this, senators said no more, 
but proceeded to pass the second stage of 


the bill. 


FROM HOBBY-HORSE TO 
BLOODSTOCK. 

From the hobby-horse of Irish the 
Senate proceeded to the question of the 
Irish bloodstock industry, taking i. their 
stride the obstacles of the Army Bill and 
the position of property owners under the 
Finance Bill. 

The Minister for Defence, who was 
anxiously awaiting the fate of the Army 
Bill, in which the Senate had previously 
inserted an amendment with which the 
Dail has disagreed, went away with a satis- 
fied expression after the House had 
formally waived its point, and then Sir 
John Keane put up an earnest, but abor- 
tive, fight for a section of the community, 
for whose plight it is hard to arouse senti- 
ment—namely, the landlords. Senators 
then came to the horses, with the introduce- 
tion by. Mr. Parkinson of a recommenda- 
tion to the Finance Bill, which called for 
the taxation of stallion owners in regard to 
income tax on the basis of the animal’s 
fees, and not on its assessment as an here- 
ditament of a farm. 

This proposal had its first run when the 
Finance Bill was going through the Dail, 
with Mr, Cosgrave as its jockey. With 
Mr. Parkinson “ up,” it was now: backed 
from all parts of the House, Mr. Farren 
adopting it on behalf of the Labour Party, 
Mr. Comyn following suit from the Fianna 
Fail benches, and Mr. Brown and Colonel 
Moore coming along then to confirm it in 
its position as a universal favourite. 

However, Mr. MacEntee lodged an objec- 
tion, and accordingly, although the recom- 
mendation won in a canter so far as the 
Senate was concerned, it seems clear that 
the Minister will uphold his own appeal.

MR. J. GOOD, T.D. 
GIVES EVIDENCE. 


FIGURES AT PRICES 
COMMISSION,

T yesterday 's sitting of the Prices Com- 
mission, at La Touche Buildings, Castle 
street, Dublin, evidence was given en 
behalf of the Dublin Brick Company. 

The Commission, of which Mr. J. P. 
O’Brien, B.A., is chairman, is inquiring into 
the cost of materials and appliances used in 
the construction of houses under Section 17 
of the Housing (Financial and Miscellafeous 
Provisions) Act, 1932. 

Mr. K. Dockrell, K.C. (instructed by Dr. 
M. Good, solicitor), who appeared on behalf 
of the company, said that Mr. John Good, 
T.D., the chairman of the company, was now 
present, and was prepared to give all the 
assistance the Commission might require from 


Mr. Good said that the company was 
formed in 1912, with a nominal capital. of 
£50,000. In 1927 and 1931 the capital was 
reduced, until in the latter year it stood .t 
£8,750, the present capital. Originally the 
— had four works. That at Crumlin 
road was the only one working at the pre- 
sent time. 


FIRST TEN YEARS. 


For the first ten yearssthe company con- 
centrated on building up its reserves, and 
for eighteen i the shareholders had re- 
ceived only 3.7 per cent., the moneys that 
should have been paid to the shareholders 
being used for the benefit of the company. 
For the last two years the company had 
been more generous, and dividends at ¢he 
rate of one shilling per 5s. share had been 
paid. Owing to the competition of cement, 
there had been a decreased: demand for bricks, 
and they were compelled to close three of 
the works, while the fourth only had eight 
or nine months’ work in a year. They had 
seen no future for the works, and they had 
sold these not being used. When they re- 
ceived the money for the sale of the works 
they thought that it was only right that 
they should hand back three-quarters of the 
capital. The dividend actually paid over the 
whole period of the company’s working was 
4.4 per cent. 

In regard to the output of the works, Mr. 
Good said that the number of bricks pro- 
duced was :—

The Chairman said that they were pre- 
pared to accept evidence in writing, and were 
not anxious to bring out matters in public.

Mr. Good said that he was handing in the 
documents, and he hoped: that they would 
be treated as confidential. 

The Chairman said that so far as it was 
compatible with their conception of their 
duty the information would be treated as 
private. The inquiry was, however, public, 
and they might have to include certain items 
of the information in their report to the 
Minister. If the Minister thought it neces- 
sarv he might publish that report. 

_ Dealing with the price of bricks, Mr. Good 
said that, on the auditors’ figures for Decem- 
ber, 1933, and January and February, 1934, 
the company was selling bricks at a loss, 
and it had been necessary to increase the 
prices on February 14 last. He thought that 
the Commission would agree that the ir- 
crease was.called for in view of the increase 
in wages and the increased cost of fuel. 

When the Chairman said that it was neces- 
sary. to get down to the actual manufactur- 
ing costs, Mr. Good said that, from the 
point of view of the company, it would be 
highly undesirable to discuss the details of 
the statement in public. , 

Mr. O’Brien said that he could accept the 
statement as prepared, only from a certain 
point of view. He was not disputing the 
accuracy of the figures, but was concerned 
with the questiomof how they were placed. 


AN INCREASE. 

Mr. Good said that he would like to have 
the points discussed frankly in the absence 
of the Press, much as he regarded the Press. 

The Chairman said that he could not resist 
the temptation of asking why the company 
had provided for income tax over a three- 
month period in which they showed a loss. 
Mr. Good said that was a question he 
would like put to the auditors. He added 
that the liquid assets of the company on 
March 31 last were approximately £15,000. 
He undertook to make available certain com- 
parative figures for other years arising out of 
the statements that had been handed in,

The Commission adjourned pending the 
production of further documents and infor- 
mation regarding costings, sales of land and 
buildings. ©
